Report of the School Board 


The School Board presents its report of the year 1914-15 in 
full confidence of general public approbation. The school and 
financial policies of the preceding year have been continued 
with some modifications and additions, The financial deficit of 
two years ago has been entirely liquidated, and the number of 
“weeks lacking in school sessions to secure the state remittances 
has been made up. Our school year begins in March, while 
that of the state begins in July. The state requires thirty weeks 
of school in order to draw its apportionment. Last year we 
were obliged to continue the schools in session till midsummer 
in order to meet this requirement, making the gummer period 
long and wearisome for both pupils and teachers. For the com- 
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ing spring term four of our schools need only 12 weeks, and 
none of the other four more than 14 weeks to meet this require- 
ment. It would be very desirable to lengthen the winter term 
so that we could have 36 weeks of school each year, but the 
present state of the district finances forbids. It is to be hoped 
that the time will soon come when the state funds will so sup- 
plement district school monies that a 36-week year will be pos- 
sible in all our country towns. The wealth of the state is large- 
ly concentrated in our cities, and as it is largely drained from 
the country regions, a portion of it could thus justly find its way 
back. 

All teachers engaged to begin work in September are en- 
gaged for a year if they prove. satisfactory. Good, competent 
teachers can rarely be secured for shorter periods, and the policy 
of the present school board is to continue a_ satisfactory teacher 
as long as she will stay. Miss Florence Woodward, who gave 
eminent satisfaction last year in the Centre school, was reen- 
gaged for this year, and continued till the school closed in Jan- 
uary for the winter vacation. She thenresigned to take a_ po- 
sition at higher pay in West Claremont. We shall count our- 
selves fortunate if we secure her equal in efficiency for the spring 
term. She has been with us a year and a half. 

We were not fortunate in the teacher secured for South Ac- 
worth for the spring term, and our anxiety for that school was 
the same as in the previous year. During the summer the 
school room was put in fine repair. A hard wood floor was 
laid, the woodwork and ceiling were painted and the walls pa- 
pered. The ladies of South Acworth by an entertainment se- 
cured means to buy the paper and shades and also did some 
some other repairing. The result is the finest school room in 
the township. The people of South Acworth may well take 
pride in it. 

As teacher for the year 1914-15, Miss Sara Holland was 
secured. She is a competent woman of wide .and ‘successful 
experience and has brought order and industry to that school. 
No better work is being done in any of our schools than Miss 
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Holland is accomplishing. This places the South Acworth 
school among the foremost of our town, a very gratifying 
achievement. 

The Tracy school has attained a registration of seventeen, 
and has thus become the third largest of our schools. Mrs. 
Catherine Putnam is the efficient teacher. She is a teacher 
highly trained-and with wide experience. That school is doing 
remarkably well under her control. We consider her admir- 
ably fitted for the work needed there. The pupils are full of 
enthusiasm ; their average of attendance 1s very high and their 
progress rapid. Mrs. Putnam has also done considerable 
towards improving the interior of the school room, papering, 
murescoing, etc. 

The East Acworth school was kept by Miss Thurza Welch 
during the spring term, to the entire satisfaction of its patrons. 
In the fall term Miss Lillian Werne was secured and is carrying 
on the school with fidelity and efficiency. 

The Grout Hill school was kept by Miss Minnie Smith 
‘during the spring term. Her work was fully satisfactory. She 
did not wish to reengage for this year, and Miss Rachel Bridg- 
man was secured. She is a young woman of fine character and 
good ability. Some ofthe children have taken advantage of 
her mild disposition and caused some complaint regarding 
discipline, but it is a matter easily remedied. The board has 
full confidence in her ability to‘care for this school. 

The North school was kept by Miss Josephine Love in the 
spring term for a few weeks. After her resignation Miss Addie 
Gage was secured. Miss Gage did excellent work and was 
engaged for the year beginning Aug. 30. The atterdance in 
that school has fallen off by the removal of the saw mill, and 
now numbers but nine or ten. Miss Gage has attended faith- — 
fully to her duties, and is an efficient teacher. . 

Miss Maud Moody continues on. in the Derry Hill school 
with her accustomed efficiency, giving entire satisfaction. 

The County School was taught in the spring term by Miss 
Velma Hawkins. As she did not wish to return in the fall 
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Miss Abbie Hutchinson, who formerly taught that school, was 
engaged. Both these teachers are successful. Miss Hutchinson 
is a fine disciplinarian, and secures good results. 


MANUAL TRAINING 


A great improvement in our school life has been added by 
the introduction of Manual Training, Music and Domestic 
Science. This has become possible by volunteer work, initiated 
primarily by the Woman’s Club. To Mrs. John R. Smith and 
to Miss Baker the School Board feel especially indebted for 
these new opportunities for the children. Others have aided, 
notably Miss Wallace, Miss Lenane, Miss Welch, Mrs. Hyde 
and Mrs, Carl Dodge. | 

Mrs. Smith is master of Manual Training as now conducted 
in American Schools. She was formerly a teacher of this work 
in the Boston Schools. Her sister, Sarah Potter, now teaching 
in Boston, assists her in securing carpenter benches, tools and 
other needful articles. The vacant room on the west side of 
the Center School house was fitted up for the work. There are 
seven work benches and all needed tools for elementary work. 
Mrs. Smith gives to this work each Thursday afternoon. Miss 
Lenane aids in Drawing instruction, Miss Baker gives Music 
instruction the same afternoon, Miss Welch takes the girls into 
her kitchen and home, and with the aid of Mrs. Hyde and Mrs. 
Dodge, gives instruction in cooking, and in kitchen, dining 
100m and chamber work, all matters of housekeeping. 
All pupils of suitable age from all the Schools of the town are 
permitted to come to these classes Thursday afternoon. 
Attendance has been from South Acworth, Grout Hill, Derry 
Hill and the North Schools in addition to those at the Center. 
We consider it work of very great value both from the stand- 
peint of knowledge gained, but also from the inspiration given 
the children... We feel deep obligation to all these good women 
for their free service, and congratulate Acworth in thus having 
in its schools the same kind and grades of work being done for 
the children in wealthier communities, The time is at hand 
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when vocational training, pointing the way to useful and 
efficient lives, must become a large part of our school training. 

In the line of repairs for the coming year, we again call 
attention to the need of most of our schoolhouses for paint, both 
within and without. The Tracy schoolhouse needs shingling. 
The entry ways in the Center and East Acworth schools need 
ceiling over head. Three outhouses are imperatively needed, 
those at the Center, Derry Hill and the Tracy divisions being 
dilapidated and unsanitary. The one at the Tracy division is 
within the school house, and impossible to keep sanitary. The 
other two mentioned are in no wise respectable. The School 
Board will attend to these matters with pains, taking care so far 
as available funds permit. | 

This report is submitted with a feeling of gratitude and 
appreciation on the part of the School Board to all who have 
aided and sustained the work in our schools during the past 
year. We have expended the money provided by the district 
as wisely and economically as our judgment enabled us. We 
believe Acworth can congratulate itself on the growing improve- 
ment and efficiency of its schools, and in the belief that no 
township in our vicinity surpasses us in the quality and efficiency 
of its school life.

The past year has been a busy one in our Library. The 
interest shown has been good. 
We have 65 names on our cards. 
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The circulation of books and magazines for the year ending 
February 13, has been 1146 books and 1427 magazines. Total 
2573, making a weekly average of 5o. 


On record there are 2987 books, 135 being added the past 
year, 55 purchased from funds previously given, 36 by the 
Book Club, 44 given by friends ; 52 of these are for the children, 
who are certainiy enjoying them. |

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REPORT OF SOUTH BRANCH LIBRARY 


To the Trustees of the Silsby Free Public Library. 

This Branch of the Library was started about first of June 
1913, and from that date to the end of the fiscal year Feb. 15th, 
1914, 1057 books and magazines were put out. For the first 
four months of this year it was found difficult to get the number 
of books loaned from the cards. Since June 15th, 1323 books 
and magazines have been loaned and estimating the number for 
first four months from the average would make the total number 
of books and magazines loaned for the past year 2001, an in- 
crease of over 33%, which should be pleasing to those who 
have made the library available to this section of the town. 

The coming year the correct number of all publications 
loaned will be kept and it is believed that the report will show 
as large a percentage of gain as did the year 1914.
